Business friends donated the pink granite stone un 
large half-cirele window on the east side inscribed “Refngerator Line, Chic 
Boston and Liverpool, Lausing Millis, President,” the gray granite stone ne 
marked “‘N.D, Line.” and about 30 stones in the two-story tower on the ne 
corner. Other, rougher stones of interest include one which appears to hay 
footprints, part of an old grist mill stone inscribed “JD 1690 ARD” and 
resembling heads of animals including those of a buffalo and a cow. Withi 
tion you can even find a snake’s hezd.

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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS, MONDAY, MAY 13, 1974 


The Annval Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, Massachusetts was held 
Monday evening, May 13, 1974, in the Junior-Senior High School auditorium and 
was called to order by the Moderator, Philip J. Gavin, Jr., at 7:43 p.m. 


The town warrant calling this business meeting was signed by Selectmen 2 
Donald M. Kuhn, Joseph L. Travers, Jr., and Gordon W. McFetridge and was post- 
ed on April 27, 1974 by William F. Carlson, Constable, in accordance with the by- 
laws of the Town of Millis. 


Voting List Inspectors: Alfreda M. Clark, Mary M. Germano, Lorraine Con- 
soletti and Ingrid E. Elofson. 


Tellers appointed and sworn in by the Moderator: John R. Ball, Joseph T. 
Cassidy, John E. Murphy, Steven M. Pederson, Robert W. Russo and John J. Scan- 
lon, Jr. . 


The invocation was given by Rev. John B. Knight of the Church of Christ. 


The Moderator announced that this is the commencement of the Bicenten- 
nial program which will run over the next two years. Mr. Craig Lichman was asked 
to give a brief introduction and he presented to the town the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Flag, which was accepted by Mr. Gordon W. McFetridge, Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen.

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SCHEDULE C 
TOWN EMPLOYEE BENEFITS 


The benefits in this schedule apply only to full-time employees and to part- 
employees regularly scheduled to work 20 hours or more per week. 


i All other employees are excluded from the benefits in this schedule except 
‘te the extent that applicable state or federal law provide. 


1. PAID HOLIDAYS 


a. The following 10 legal holidays shall be regarded as paid holidays: New 
Year’s Day, Washington’s Birthday, Patriot’s Day, Memorial Day, Indepen- 
dence Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veterans’ Day, Thanksgiving Day 
and Christmas Day. 


b. Employees shall be paid their normal compensation for such days. Any 
employee who is assigned to work on any holiday shall receive straight time 
compensation for the hours actually worked in addition to holiday pay un- 
less the employee requests and is granted other time off in lieu of such com- 
pensation. 


c. Ifa paid holiday falls on a regular day off or during an approved vacation 
period, the employee(s) concerned shall be granted another day off, at a 
time mutually agreeable to the employee and the department head. If such 
a day off cannot be granted, the employee(s), subject to approval by the 
Selectmen, shall be paid an additional day’s pay in lieu thereof. 


d. These provisions shall apply only to shifts regularly scheduled to start with- 
in the 24 hour period of the holiday and shall not apply to regularly sched- 
uled shifts which start prior to and run into the holiday period. 


2. VACATIONS 


ma Vacation allowances shall be granted as of May 1 based on actual service 
| during the previous twelve months as follows: 

(1) Employees who have been employed for less than twelve months as 

. of May first in the current year shall be granted vacation leave of one 
day with full pay for each month of employment, as calculated from 
the first day of employment, proyided that this leave credit shall not 
exceed ten days. 
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(2) Vacation leave of two weeks with two weeks’ regular pay shall be 
granted to employees who, as of May first, have been employed by 
the town for at least one year but less than ten years. 


(3) Vacation leave of three weeks with three weeks regular pay shall be 
granted to employees who, as of May first, have been employed by 
the town for ten years or more. 


b. Vacation time must be completed within the vacation year in which it is 
granted and may not be accumulated for use in any following year except 
under unusual circumstances and with the prior approval of the Selectmen. " 


c. Any employee who is absent without pay during the twelve months preced- 
ing May first of the current year shall receive a reduced vacation allowance. 
Such allowance shall be determined by reaucing the allowances in the above 
schedule by the same percent as the days not paid bears to the employee’s 
total number of scheduled workdays in the same twelve month period. 


d. Employees who terminate before May first of the current year shall be 
granted on termination that proportion of their vacation earned by actual 
service from the previous May first up to the date of termination in addition 
to any unused vacation time. 


3. JURY SERVICE 


Any employee required to be absent from his or her employment to serve 
on a jury shall be paid his or her regular wages, less any pay received (excluding 
allowances) as such juryman, for such time as the employee is required to be ab- j 
sent. All such absences shall be supported by a statement signed by the clerk of 
the court certifying as to each day of jury duty. 7

4. BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 


Upon the death of any member of an employee’s immediate family (wife, 
husband, father, father-in-law, mother, mother-in-law, children, step-children, 

sister, brother, step-father or step-mother), the employee shall be granted leave 

with pay to the extent necessary but not to exceed three working days. 


5. SICK LEAVE 
a. Employees shall be granted sick leave at the rate of one and one-quarter days 


per month for each month of actual service beginning with the first day of 
the calendar month following employment. This leave shall be granted 
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monthly until the July first following the employee’s first anniversary of 
employment at which time, and annually thereafter, fifteen days shall be 
granted. Such leave shall be cumulative to sixty days. 


_ pb. Sick leave may be used only when an employee is unable to perform his or 
. her duties because of sickness or other physical incapacity except that such 
leave may be used with the approval of the department head when serious 
; illness in an employee’s family requires his or her presence. 


c. When an employee finds it necessary to be absent due to sickness or other 
physical incapacity, he or she shall notify the appropriate supervisor either 
directly or by another party as soon as possible. Sick leave will not be 
granted unless such a report is made. 


d. Department heads may authomze sick leave only when such leave is in ac- 
cordance with section b. above. When necessary to permit a proper evalu- 
ation of a request for sick leave, department heads may require employees 
to submit medical certificates or other records deemed necessary. If such 
documents are not submitted after request therefor, the absence in question 
shall not be chargeable to sick leave. 


e. Employees who have sick leave credits and who are injured on the job and 
as a result receive Workmen’s Compensation, shall, on request, be granted 
such sick leave payments as when added to the amount of Workmen’s Com- 
pensation received by them will result in the payment to them of their full 
salary in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 152 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


The total dollar value of such sick leave payments shall be computed to its 
equivalent in work days and charged aginst sick leave credits accordingly. 


In no case shall an employee who receives Workmen’s Compensation receive 
total compensation (Workmen’s Compensation plus sick pay) in excess of 
his or her full pay. 


6. HOURS OF WORK AND OVERTIME 


a. The regular hours of work for full-time employees in the administrative 
division as defined by the Personnel Committee shall be thirty-five hours 
per week exclusive of unpaid lunch periods. Such hours will normally be 
scheduled equally over five days.

A grievance procedure shall be available to employees of the town to permit 
the prompt and equitable disposition of any grievances. Grievances, for pur- : 
poses of this section, shall mean any dispute between anemployee and hisor 
her supervisor(s) arising out of an exercise of administrative discretion by such i 
supervisor(s). Grievances which would properly be under the jurisdiction of ; 
any other duly established appeal board may be submitted to that appeal board 
or under this grievance procedure, but not both. 


The grievance procedure shall consist of the following steps: 


Step I. The employee shall take up his grievance orally with his immediate 
supervisor who shall reach a decision and communicate it orally to the employ- _ 
ee within two (2) working days. In cases where the immediate supervisor is a 
also the department head, grievances shall be submitted directly at Step II. ‘ 


Step Il. If the grievance is not settled at Step I, the employee shall within five fi 
(5) working days present his grievance in simple written form to his supervisor 
who shall forward it to the department head. A hearing will be held within five 
(S) working days if required. At this hearing there shall be present the employ- 
ee and one representative if he requests it, his supervisor, and the department 
head. Within five (5) working days of the hearing, the department head shall 
render his decision in writing to the employee. 


Step IIA. If the grievance is not settled at Step II in those cases where the de 
partment involved is under the jurisdiction of a Board or Commission, Step II 
shall be reviewed before said Board or Commission with the same group in at- 
tendance. Within five (5) working days of the hearing, the Board or Commission ~ 
shall render their decision in wnmiting to the employee.

Step III. If the grievance is not settled at Step Il or Step IIA, all records and 
facts in the case shall be referred to the Personnel Committee for adjudication.

notified in writing through the department head as to the decision of the Com- :

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te: Written grievance procedures appear very formal in nature. However, it 
is the intent of the Personnel Committee that procedures carried out under 
this procedure be as informal and as simple as possible. The cooperation of 
all parties will help to ensure that the purpose of the grievance procedures— 
the prompt and equitable disposition of grievances—is attained. 


2, PRE-EMPLOYMENT PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 


A physical examination shall be mandatory before the employment of any full- 
time or regular part-time person in any position covered by the Personnel By- 
Law. The fees for such examinations shall be paid by the town. The scope of 
the examinations shall be appropriate to the work to be performed and shall 
be conducted by a physician designated by the Selectmen. 


3. EMPLOYEE REQUESTS FOR CLASSIFICATION 
AND/OR PAY GRADE REVIEWS 


Employees who believe that their positions should be classified by different 
titles in Schedule A and/or in different pay levels in Schedule B than they actu- 
ally are, shall have the opportunity to request a hearing on the matter before 
the Personnel Committee. 


Any such request should be submitted to the employee’s department head by 
November | in simple, written form. The request should include the reason(s) 
for the request. 


Following a review of the request, the department head shall forward it to the 
Personnel Committee not later than December | together with a written recom- 
mendation and the reasons therefore.

The highway fund includes 
receipts from fees, duties, excises and license taxes relating to registration, opera- 
tion or use of motor vehicles and taxes from the sale of motor vehicle fuels. The 
expenditure of money from such fund is presently restricted to highway and 
bridge construction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair, enforcement of state 
traffic laws, and administration of the tax statutes which provide highway fund 
receipts.

SUMMARY 


Provisions of the act establish an independent Corrupt Practices Commission, 
with five members to be appointed by the Governor to staggered five year terms. 
The Commission has subpoena powers and is to investigate, by means of secret 
hearings, candidates’ compliance with all state and federal laws relating to political 
campaign contributions and expenditures and corrupt practices. If probable cause 
is shown, the Commission is required to direct the Attorney General to take fur- 
ther action in the proper form and is required to make public a report of such 
action. In cases involving the campaign practices of the Attorney General himself, 
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a special attorney is to be appointed. If no probable cause is shown, the Com 
sion is to state so publicly. 


Further, the proposed act extends the application of the current statute Te 4 
garding the disclosure of campaign expenditures and contributions, to all candi- j 
dates for office above the town and city level, with the exception of President and 
Vice President of the United States. The act requires all such candidates to receive — 
and disburse all amounts greater than $25 by check, and makes it a crime to knoy J 
ingly receive cash payment from a candidate or his committee for a service costing 
more than $25. The act also requires candidates to designate a single bank as de- bi 
pository ef funds and as recordkeeper, with records of receipts and expenditures : 
to be open to public scrutiny. b 

t 


Provisions of the act extend present campaign spending limits to cover all 
media expenses and require all media firms (including: television, radio, newspaper, 
billboard, magazine, public relations, printing, opinion polling, computer, tele- . 
phone, telegraph) to report the purchase of media services by candidates. Media 3 
expenses of candidates for the offices of district attorney, clerk of court, register 4 
of probate and insolvency, register of deeds, county commissioner, county treasur 
er and sheriff are limited to $.07 for each resident of the respective electoral dis- 
trict. Other provisions of the act require candidates, upon official announcement = 
or filing of nomination papers, to report all political receipts and expenditures ee 
since the date of the last general election for the office sought, and count such 7: 
expenditures toward spending limits. The act also limits candidates to one political 
committee. 


The act establishes a maximum penalty of one year imprisonment and/or 
$10,000 fine for individuals engaged in corrupt practices, and a $50,000 fine for 
corporations so involved. In addition, the Attorney General is permitted to bring 
an action for the removal of a candidate whose election was materially aided by 
corrupt practices on the part of the candidate or one acting in his behalf, where 
such removal is otherwise authorized by law.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


During the year 1974 the office of town counsel rendered advice and 
ions to almost every board, committee and commission within the town of 


I have attended almost every meeting of the board of selectmen and render- 
opinions, both orally and in wniting, on almost a daily basis. 


As is typical in a young, growing town such as Millis, a substantial portion 
of the time of town counsel was devoted to zoning matters, more particularly 
dealing with the planning board and the zoning board of appeals. Among the 
qmany zoning questions that arose during the past year, the most complex was 
that centering around the land off Pleasant Street called Millis Heights. That con- 
‘froversy resulted in the commencement of a legal action against the planning 
board by Navillus Realty Trust, owner of some of the lots in question. Another 
‘egal action, brought by the board of selectmen against the zoning board of ap- 
_peals, resulted from the granting of a permit to the same owner for construction 
‘on other lots within the area in question. Both matters are presently pending be- 
fore the Norfolk County Superior Court. 


7 The office of town counsel devoted substantial efforts to resolving the con- 
finuing controversies surrounding the Hodgson House property off Main Street. 
In that context I worked to perfect contingent agreements to purchase the proper- 
ty by the town of Millis, which purchase was rejected at the 1974 town meeting. 

- Additional efforts were made to facilitate the purchase of the property by Fox- 
‘boro Company, with no affirmative results to date. The litigation over past years’ 
“taxes is still pending before the Norfolk Superior Court and the appellate tax 
board.

Some additional appellate tax board matters were heard and resolved during 
"the year, resulting in decisions both favorable and unfavorable to the town of 
4 Millis. 


At this writing, it appears that the precedent-setting case of the Town of 

4 Millis versus the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authonity will likely be heard 
” by the Massachusetts Supreme Court during the spring session. Briefs of both 
parties are due by the end of February. The question in dispute is the substantial 
_ assessment to the town of Millis without virtue of any service. A decision in favor 
_ of the town of Millis could have a far reaching effect on the entire MBTA district. 
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The necessary brevity of this report makes it impossible to detail the com 
plex matters of law handled by my office in any calendar year. The efficient 
handling of these complexities is only made possible by the cooperation of man} 
dedicated people, both elected and appointed, who serve on town boards and : 
commissions. I look forward to their continuing cooperation. .

The Board of Health Nursing Service is proud to announce its success in the 
new dental program which was started in 1973. The program of oral prophylaxis 
was offered to grades three to six. Treatment consisted of cleaning and fluoride — 
applications. Two hundred and seventy students have participated so far. 


In February, during Dental Week, a special program was planned for the third. 
grade students by Mrs. Marion Ingraham, dental hygienist. The program consist 
of anatomy and physiology, a commercial film was shown and toothbrush kits 
were distributed to each student. 


New guidelines and regulations were developed for the school nurse relative to 
Chapter 766. This was due to the need for collaboration between medicine, nurs-

the evaluation team, Recommendations of the core team sometimes necessitates

Home eye tests for preschoolers were tried by parents for the first time. It is 
estimated that one in every twenty preschool-age children in the United States 
has a vision problem which, if uncorrected, can seriously interfere with his devel- | 
opment and schooling. A child thinks that everyone sees the way he does. If he 
does not see well, he probably will not complain; he does not know he has a vision 
problem, For some of these children, those with “lazy eye,” discovery and treat- 
ment before school age is especially important.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES AND STAFF 


The library continued to grow in 1974 with many new borrowers, both 
adults and children, coming to us from the new residents of the apartment co > i 
plex and the now fully-occupied Farm Street development. This normal growth i 
has resulted in the addition of a new program, a change in hours, and the develo - 
ment of a crucial need for additional space for books. 


When the library was built, it was planned to add a second level in the aduli E 
area in 10 years, mainly for book stacks. This shelving is needed now if the library 
is to continue adding new books without the need to discard older but valuable _ 
materials. The staff is exploring possible sources of funds from state and federal 
subsidies for this renovation. 


A pre-kindergarten story hour for four-year olds was added in the fall and 
completed its first ten weeks in December. The success of this program is due 
entirely to the interest and dedication of the mothers who carried the entire re- __ 
sponsibility of planning, scheduling of volunteer readers and helpers, and conduct- 
ing the weekly program with enormous enthusiasm. A second ten-week session 
has now begun and will conclude in March. The Program seems to be a valuable 
experience for the children prior to entering formal schooling. 


In response to the continuing energy crisis and a Tequest from the state 
library officials to adjust hours of opening to meet the greatest need, we have 
eliminated the Saturday night hours and now open on Wednesday mornings, pro- _ 


viding an opportunity for parents of young children to visit the library at a more 7 
convenient time. 


The library has been favored with contributions from various sources of 
funds to be expended for the benefit of the library. To provide a means of ac- 
counting for such contributions, the trustees have opened a savings account desig- 
nated, “Millis Public Library, Trustees Fund.” This fund now stands at $146.50. 
Expenditures will be made from time to time at the discretion of the trustees for : 


benefit of the library and any restrictions which may be expressed by individual 
contributors will be strictly observed. 


During 1974 we also received further contributions to the Sibbel Purdy 
Memorial Fund in the amount of $78 and with interest earned, this fund totalled 
$495.01 as of January 1, 1975 


During the Summer of 1974, the trustees let a contract to the low bidder, 
Colonial Roofing Inc. of North Dighton, at $1,700 covering repairs to the library 
toof. The work involved removal and replacement with an elastic compound of 


the caulking and gaskets around all the skylights. The work was satisfactorily com- 
pleted within the contract time and price. 
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The library’s all-purpose room continues to be useful as a meeting place for 
any diverse activities. It has been used in the past year by the bicentennial com- 

mittee, the conservation commission, the Millis Pride Committee, the recreation 
‘department, art show, each Wednesday morning by 30 to 50 members of the Gold- 
en Lions Senicr Citizens Club, and each Monday afternoon for the regular story 
hour for five to seven year olds. 


The outdoor film program completed its fourth summer with an enthusiastic 
_ weekly audience of up to 200 adults and children each Tuesday evening after dark 
on our back lawn. Most newcomers are surprised that this program works so sim- 
ply for us despite the large group and the minimal supervision. The answer lies in 
_ the cooperation we have had from all age groups who seem to appreciate the pro- 

gram and conduct themselves accordingly. 


The summer story hour attracted about 50 Millis youngsters who read many 
books and enjoyed a trip to Plimouth Plantation in the company of Librarians 
Geraldine Tirrell and Mildred Powers and junior staff members as chaperones. 


Our special thanks go to five areas this year. First, to Mr. Earle A. Griswold 
of Portsmouth, N.H., who has set up a $5,000 trust fund in memory of his wife, 
Rosabelle Thrasher Griswold, a former Millis resident and sister of Sibbel Purdy, 
with the annual income to come to the library for the purchase of books and 
periodicals; secondly, to the Millis Lions Club who have generously voted a sum 
of money for several books for the library in their area of special interest, the 

_ preservation of eye care and the prevention of blindness and eye problems, with 

_ Mr. Allan Ryan as the originator of this unique cooperative plan between the 
Lions Club and the library; to Mrs. James (Robin) Power of Main Street who has 
become president of a newly organized Friends of the Library group which ex- 
pects to help in several areas to improve library resources and services; to Mr. 
Frank Farricy, again, for his interest in improving the library grounds by planting 
several flowering shrubs due to bloom in the coming spring as well as for his care- 
ful maintenance of our grass areas; and, finally, to the many Millis friends who 
have donated books and periodicals in the past year, including Larry Maguire, 
Dover Road, and Mrs. Thomas Shields, Birch Street, who also donated a small 
AM—FM radio

During the calendar year 1974 the committee has held 23 meetings, execu- 
tive sessions and collective bargaining meetings as well as other numerous meet- 
ings with the board of selectmen and other town officials.

Plan” being adopted at the annual town meeting. 


In compliance with the by-law, the committee is reviewing and, in some 
cases, rewriting job descriptions.

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The major project for the year was the preparation of the ‘Classification 

Grade Plan” as a separate booklet for use by town officials in the ad- 

tration of town personnel. This booklet summarizes the activities of the 

: nnel committee and was approved, as amended, at the annual town meeting 
May 1974. 


A study of the Fair Labor Standards Act will be a continuing project for 
_ the coming year as more guidelines are issued by various state and federal agencies 
_ which will have an impact on the administration of town employees. 


The committee plans to further develop the classification and salary grade 
plan and make those changes necessary to comply with federal and state laws 
‘and promote the best interests of the town of Millis and its employees. 


These changes will be presented to the townspeople for their approval at 
the annual town meeting in May 1975. 


In view of current economic conditions, the problems confronting the town 
are serious; and we appreciate the cooperation the town employees, various de- 
partment heads, elected boards and town officials have shown in the past. 

We earnestly request their continuing participation in these difficult times.

REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 
1974 has been a very active and productive year for the Millis planning 
_ board with 46 meetings and 6 public hearings. Thirty-five planning board 
approval-not-required plans were reviewed and signed. 
_ Objectives for this year were: 
A. Develop a comprehensive plan for the town 
The preparation of this plan represents the culmination of an 18-month 


effort by the planning board, town boards and committees, town 
officials and Metcalf and Eddy, Inc. 
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The Comprehensive Plan for Millis represents a flexible guide for future 
development of the town and is a statement of Millis’ development policy 
for the next fifteen years. This plan will also allow the town to qualify % 
for available federal and state financial aid under programs for utilizing ‘ 
open space, streets, etc. = 


B. Revise zoning bylaw and map 


é 
This is an outgrowth of the comprehensive plan and is designed to achieve | 
a future land use plan which would be supported by residential, commer 
cial, industrial and conservation interests. The revised zoning bylaw and _ 
map are based upon soil conditions, future land use plans and other plane 
ning proposals including apartments, conservation, industrial develop- _ 
ment, flood plains and cluster developments. ¥ 


C. Revise land subdivision rules and regulations 


The new rules and regulations developed as part of the comprehensive 
plan, were made effective July 3, 1974 and represent a great improve- 
ment over those previously in effect. 


The future growth of Millis; the maintenance of its rural character; the pro- 
tection of its wetlands, industrial and commercial growth, and the development 
of open space and housing is now up to the townspeople. The planning board asks — 
for your support in implementing the revised zoning bylaws and map at the 1975 
annual town meeting. .

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to take this opportunity to welcome new members to the pres- 
ent boards of town government. The cooperation of these boards has been a tre- 
endous help in the past and I feel will continue in the future. The continued 
sistance and cooperation of the townspeople cannot be overlooked and many 
estigations could not have been completed as rapidly if it were not for their 


: This year has been the busiest year of all for the police department, with the 

‘national crime index on a sharp increase. We have been able to keep abreast of our 

‘hard crimes or felonies. This, I believe, is due to last year’s special assignment of a 

detective on a full time basis and alert and seasoned officers on patrol. Also, taking 
_ advantage of free schooling makes this department second to none, thereby con- 
trolling the crime rate in our area. 


It is with regret that Officer Lawrence Brackett and Officer Donald Lawrence 
terminated their services as full time police officers in December 1974 after two 
and a half years of service because their names had not appeared on the last civil 
“service list. Hopefully they can rejoin our force at a later date. 


A new town ambulance is still being considered as was voted at our last 
annual town meeting. However, in the absence of federal funding, I deemed it 
unfeasible to purchase a new ambulance at this time. A substantial savings would 
_ be realized by the use of federal funding and hopefully it will become available 

early this year. With the help of the department of puble works mechanic neces- 
| Sary repairs were made to the old unit, and, at the present time, it is still in service. 


Non-judicial proceedings for juvenile offenders, with the cooperation of 

_ Juvenile Probation Officer Thomas Dolan, has become more than a pilot program. 

_ Its success has become more than thought possible. This program was a pilot pro- 

_ gram in early 1973 and has served the youth of this town in an efficient and non- 
embarrassing manner.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The board of public works reorganized on May 8, 1974. Jean Salvucci was” 
elected chairman; Thomas Lydon, clerk; George DeAngelis is the third member. 


In addition to the regular duties of the departments, major projects were as__ 
follows: Article 40 — 650 feet of drainage was added to Maple Avenue, added 
pipe to existing pipe and dug trench through field on Pleasant Street, cleaned out 
brook in back of old DPW garage, fixed culvert and cleaned out drainage ditch on 
Village Street; Article 41 — resurfaced Forest Road from Village Street to the & 
Medfield line; Article 42 — we are in the process of widening a portion of Orchard 
Street; Article 44 — resurfaced Farm Street and the reconstruction of the other 
portion of Orchard Street. 


Our highway department prepared and did the excavation on the new school 
tennis courts and completed the resurfacing of Hammond Lane, Cedar Street, 
Maple Avenue, and Alma Road. 


The new water pumping station will be completed by January 20, 1975. 


The use of the town park increased this past year. Vandalism has taken a 
heavy toll of the bandstand, but through the efforts of the young people of the 
town, the bandstand has been repaired with only a slight cost to the town. The 
tennis program under the direction of Aram Karoghlanian was again a complete 
success with many youngsters participating. 


The tree division took down many trees this year and the removal of 


stumps has been very successful. In our tree planting program, 23 new trees have 
been planted throughout town. 


In the cemetery division the planting program has continued with the plant- 
ing of $500 worth of new shrubs. In the old section of the cemetery, monument 
stones were repaired which had cracked.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The recreation department has completed its third year of providing recre- 
ation and leisure time activities for children and adults of the town. Activities have 
taken place in the school gymnasiums, school fields, town park, tennis courts and 
_ other recreational facilities available to the community, including the Rose Avenue 

recreation center provided by Mr. and Mrs. Huna Rosenfeld. 


It is the policy of the department to try to provide recreational activities not 
available through other town departments or organizations and to solicit recom- 
mendations from the townspeople for new activities. 


The new director of the department was hired in September to serve 20 
hours a week. She replaced the former director, Carol Geraghty, who resigned to 
further her education. Two high school students, paid by federal funds under the 
CETA program, work as aides for a total of about 20 hours a week. 
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The approximate numbers of Millis residents participating in the various 
programs sponsored by the department are as follows:

It is hoped that the building of 
the school courts will alleviate that problem and the Program can be expanded 
in 1975. 


There are scheduling problems with the schools and the Little League when 
the adult softball teams are active. Additional facilities appear to be needed, and 


it is the department’s opinion that there is a definite need for swimming facilities 
in the town. 


The support and assistance of community groups and agencies is necessary for 
the success of the program and the director and committee express their appreci- 
ation to the board of selectmen, the school department, the police department, 
the department of public works, the Millis Library, and the Lions Club. Special

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Future plans include continuing and expanding our most successful programs 
snd introducing such new programs as a children’s bowling league, ski lessons for 
dren and adults, quilting bees, and a summer park program which will include 
rs and crafts, sports, and games for school-age children.

DR. GEORGE C. ROY 


Dr. Roy, superintendent of the Millis Public Schools from 1949 to 1974, 
was born in Woonsocket, R.I., on October 12, 1910, and died on January 18, 
1975, shortly after his official retirement.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


1 During the calendar year 1974, the elected representatives to the Millis 
Public Schools met thirty-three times in either regularly scheduled or special 
‘schoo! committee meetings for deliberation of educational matters pertaining 

‘to an increasingly expansive educational system. 


Members of the School Committee through the month of May included 
the following: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., Chairman; Francis P. Keaney, Secretary; 
Warren I. Jordan, Associate Member; John H. Merrill, Associate Member; and 
Mary M. Walsh, Associate Member. 


On Apmil 30, 1974, Chairman, Raymond L. Gehling, Jr. resigned because 
of an employment change which demanded more attention. 


Following the Annual Town Election, the School Committee held a special 
Mecting and organized as follows: John H. Merrill, Chairman; Francis P. Keaney, 
‘reelected Secretary; Warren I. Jordan, Associate Member; Earl H. Merkle, Asso- 
Giate Member; and Mary M. Walsh, Associate Member. 


Mr. Keaney was elected to a three year term, and Mr. Merkle to the one 
“year term left vacant by the resignation of Raymond L. Gehling, Jr. 


; In March, Dr. George C. Roy announced his retirement effective December 
Bi, 1974, after having served twenty-five years as Superintendent of the Millis 
lic Schools. In another section of the Annual Report, a biographical sketch 

‘SB given of Dr. Roy’s life and achievements. The biography was released at his 
testimonial which was held in the High School Cafeteria on November 3rd. The 
Schoo! Committee, the citizens, the staff and administration, and the students 
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are grateful for the many years of service which he has dedicated to the Town 
of Millis. 


Upon acceptance of Dr. Roy’s announced retirement, a screening commit- __ 
tee was formed. It consisted of four citizens, two School Committee members, 
one administrator, one teacher and one student. Seventy-four educators applied + 
for the position, and in December, the School Committee appointed William A. 2 
Vellante, Principal of the Jr. Sr. High School to the Superintendency, for a three. ; 


and one-half year term. 


Mrs. Mary Gavin retired from the Millis Public Schools after a teaching 
career of forty years. Mrs. Gavin was most instrumental in introducing many of 
the modern concepts of mathematics to our young people. Asthe Department 
Head she encouraged her staff members to update their curriculum. Her knowl 
edge and conscientious attention to the needs of students have earned her the S 
respect and admiration of all who were fortunate to be associated with her. 


Mr. Joseph Johnson, Head Custodian and Director of Transportation retired — 
from the Millis Public School System after having served for twenty-seven years. 
His contribution and unselfish personal service to the school and community 
should provide him with great satisfaction and many pleasant memories in the 
years ahead. 


Leo Braun, school custodian, also retired during the school year. He served _ 
the community well, and his untiring efforts and cooperation were appreciated by _ 
all. 


Considerable time was spent this year in preparation for the implementation 
of Chapter 766. It is landmark legislation which affects the education of children 
with special needs. It increases the school’s responsibilities in providing an equal 
educational program for all children. It also mandates a comprehensive screening 
process, a core evaluation and a revised financial formula. 


School housing has been an increasing concern of the Committee. Although — 
it appears that a growth pattern has stabilized at the elementary level, the enroll- — 
ment continues to increase at the Jr. Sr. High School. The space presently occu- 
Pied by the elementary students at the Annex is needed by the students at the 
secondary level. This fact was supported by the report of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges. The report of the School Building Committee, 
charged with the responsibility of recommending housing needs for elementary 
students, is given in another section of the Annual Town Report. 


ae Negotiations continue to consume the time of the Committee. This year, in 
addition to the Collective Bargaining between the Schoo! Committee and the 
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‘Millis Teachers Association, the custodians have organized to form a Union known 
asthe Millis Chapter of Local 1298, State Council 41 of the American Federation 
of State, County, and Municipal Employees, AFL—CIO. The Committee also ne- 
‘gotiates separately with secretaries, cafeteria workers, bus drivers and other per- 
sonnel. 


) As we reviewed the calendar year, we noted continual progress and expan- 
_ sion in many of our programs, including federal projects. 


We gratefully acknowledge the cooperation of the Selectmen and the Fr 
nance Cominittee for their advice and assistance. The Town Accountant and 
Treasurer have been most cooperative in assisting us to provide an efficient means 

toward sound business management. We especially thank the administration and 
staff members, instructional and non-instructional, for their untiring efforts in the 
- interest of the youth of the community.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented the eighty-third report in a series of School Reports 
which began in 1892. It is the twenty-sixth report of Dr. George C. Roy who 
announced his retirement as Superintendent of Schools effective December 31, 
1974. In the absence of Dr. Roy, the Acting Superintendent has written the re- 
port in the spirit that Dr. Roy would have wanted it written. 


The outstanding school problem in Millis is the need for additional housing 
for students at the elementary level. The Jr. Sr. High School building was designed 
for a secondary educational program. The enrollment at the Jr. Sr. High School is 
increasing, however, and the space that is presently occupied by elementary stu- 
dents must be utilized for secondary students. Housing facilities are desperately 
needed at the elementary level in order to provide sound flexible educational pro- 


JOHN H. MERRILL 
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Facilities needed for the implementation of the Chapter 766 mandate are 
also nonexistent. Our young people who have special needs are being taught in 
unconventional areas such as storage rooms, coat rooms, dining areas and lava- 
tory extensions.

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In addition to the regular school programs, Millis was fortunate to be able 
to continue its Summer Program under the Title I Elementary and Secondary 


Education Act. 


Ten schools formed a collaborative to establish a federally funded project 4 
called ACCEPT (A Children’s Collaborative for Exceptional Programs and Treat- _ 
ment) specifically designed to meet the needs of low incidence handicapped 


children. 


Through the cooperation of the Selectmen and the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment Training Act (CETA), a Title II Federal Project, two additional personnel 
were added to the custodial staff. One is a rotating custodian who enables com- 
munity organizations to avail themselves of the use of the school building, par- 
ticularly during week-ends and late evenings. The other is a maintenance man who 
can tend to the many projects which in the past have been delayed until summer. 


z 


Funds under the Title III NDEA projects for academic subjects were utilized 
this year. Among the projects accepted were programs in the elementary grades 
and in the secondary subjects including art, music, science, history, mathematics, 
industrial arts and English. Approximately $47,180.00 was approved and $23,59 
will be returned to the general fund. 


The Adult Education program has been expanding and a significant increase 
in the enrollment is noted. Several new courses have been offered, and, if adult 
interest continues, additional programs will be introduced. 


¥ 
Four tennis courts have been constructed on the school grounds. The co- » 
operative efforts of the School Committee, the Finance Committee, the Depart- ' 
ment of Public Works, other interested Town Officials, and the citizenry helped — 
to make the construction possible. The courts are available to the Townspeople :

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The opening of the school year 1974-75 has brought administrative changes 
within our school system, with the retirement of Dr. George C. Roy, Superintend- 
ent of Schools and Mrs. Mary Gavin, Head of the Mathematics Department. Con- 
_gratulations to Mr. William A. Vellante on his appointment as Superintendent of 

Schools for the Town of Millis. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express the gratitude and appreciation of 
the faculty of the Junior-Senior High School to Dr. Roy and Mrs. Gavin for their 
_ many years of dedicated service to the community of Millis. I would personally 
_ like to express my appreciation to each staff member and to the students for their 
_ effort in the successful opening of school. 


This school year has brought the highest enrollment in the past ten years. 
_ As of October 1, 1974, the enrollment at the Junior-Senior High School is as 
- follows: 


Grades 7—8 — 300 students 
Grades 9—12 — 523 students 
A total of 823 


: Space is at a premium here at the Junior-Senior High School. Presently, our 
_ programs are functioning well, and our staff is aware of our future space needs. 


F During the spring of 1974, the Junior-Senior High School was evaluated by 
i the New England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges. This evaluation 
__ was very comprehensive, encompassing every phase of the Junior-Senior High 
School programs. During the fall of this school year, meetings have taken place 
with the School Committee, to review the recommendations that have been put 
forth by the evaluating committee. 
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During the current school year, the Science Department has re-aligned its 
course offerings to include semester electives to offer additional alternatives to — 
our science curriculum. The members of the Science Department have success- 
fully completed the Red Cross Safety Course, gaining certification in Safety and 


First-Aid procedures.

“Growth” seems to be the key word for this report of the Music Depart- 
ment. In terms of student participation, upgrading of equipment and general wot 
output, the department has developed at a rapid pace. The goals set forth by the 
Music Department are to provide the best music program that the town can af- 
ford, to involve as many students that may be interested in performance groups, — 
to lead the way in a music program that offers a variety of objectives, leadingto 
insights in the career of music.

Presently, the Business Department is incorporating into this year’s Pro- * 
gram of Studies, two new quarter courses to be offered next year. These courses % 
are Introductions to Investing and Business Management. We have several students 
pursuing independent study in typing courses during their unscheduled time. } 
These students have experienced a desire to obtain a typing skill, and have pur- 
sued this endeavor to enhance their skills. 


The library throughout the year has continued to use the American Library — 
Association Standard for School Libraries as a guide in improving the collection 
of books available in the library. Many of the books added to the collection this 
past year were in response to specific requests by faculty members. This cooper- 
ation assures the addition of titles most needed to supplement the curricula of 
the school. Use of the library by individual students has continued to increase. 
Reserve collections, special collections and supplementary texts were again pro- 
vided for individual classes. 


The Social Studies Department has instituted two new elective courses this 
year in Russian Studies. A new program was piloted this fall in World History. ° 
The program has met with enthusiasm on the part of the students and is being 
planned for full implementation throughout grade nine for the next school year. 


The English Department continues to vary its elective offerings for Juniors 


and Seniors to meet the interests of the students. A course in Modern American 
Drama will be introduced in the fall of 1975. 


The learning of French and Spanish continues positively through an up- 
dated audio-lingual approach, with practical treatment given to the fundamental 
linguistics of the respective foreign language. The cross-cultural awareness is also 
included among the major objectives of the Foreign Language Program. This 
year's program offerings for both French and Spanish classes at levels I and Il 
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ave been successfully designed and implemented in the interest of meeting 
individual! student needs and goals. 


The Art Program in the Junior-Senior High was broadened this year to 
llow for more variety in activities; rug-making, candle making, weaving and 
amics were explored as a means of expression. The art exhibits last spring 
ae y indicated that the young people of Millis are very capable of expressing 
_ themselves artistically. 


One new course has been added to the Mathematics curriculum. This year 
af Introduction to Computer Science was offered as a one-term course in order to 

_ make it available to as many students as possible. It is gratifying to see the enthu- 
_ Siasm shown by the students and the carry-over into other courses.

j The Industral Arts Department has expanded its curnculum this year, with 
_ amore comprehensive approach toward occupational education. This approach’

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SUPERVISING PRINCIPAL 
January 2, 1975 


In writing this, my fifth annual report to the citizens of Millis, I am includ 4 
ing information reported to me by the assistant principals, department chairmen — 
and coordinators of the elementary system. : 


Although the curriculum continues to be an ongoing, everchanging aspect 
of school life, innovations requiring the use of additional space are becoming 
more difficult to implement. As it is now, we are using all available classroom 
space plus holding classes in storage rooms, on stages, and in closets. Programs 
providing special services in remedial reading, speech, counseling, and learning 
disabilities, are being hurt the most. Student participation in the humanities, 
physical education, and extra-curricular activities, is on the increase but limited 
space is minimizing the opportunities available. It appears that with the beginning 
of the next school year some of our present programs will be cut back unless 
additional space is found. 


Our participation in the Regional Early Childhood Education and Resource 
Center has been extended to include grade six thus completing our long range 
plan to expose two classes from each grade level to a more child centered, activity 
oriented approach to learning. From general observations by staff members and 
participants, our experience as a member town in this Regional program has been - . 
a worthwhile endeavor. | 


We have continued our practice of inviting outside resources into the schools 
in an attempt to make our educational programs more relevant. Included in our 
offerings during the year were the following: 


1) “Telezonia” 

2) Boston Edison Program 

3) Safety Programs 

4) Career Awareness Program 

5) Rinehart Handwriting Program 


Learning occurred outside the school buildings as well as within. Again this 
year each pupil was able to participate in at least one field trip which was educa- 
tional as well as enjoyable.

Schools in which assessment in the areas of intelligence, achievement, and reading 
readiness was made. Special testing of pupils experiencing learning problems was 
also carried out. A Pre-School Screening Program was implemented and over 75% 
of our present kindergarten class participated in the evaluation which was conduct- 
ed in the Spnng.

Changes in patterns of organization and grouping at the intermediate grade 
‘Tevels became effective in September. 


Grade 4 changed from six homogeneously grouped classes in mathematics 
and reading to six heterogeneously grouped, self-contained homerooms with the 
“homeroom teachers operating in teams of two (modified form of team teaching 
for mathematics and reading). The remaining subjects are taught in homeroom

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NEEDS INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


The school needs investigating committee has met regularly for approximate- 
ly three years. We have researched thoroughly the present and future needs for the 
Millis Public Schools. The committee has met with the school building assistance 
bureau of the state department of education. It has been pointed out to the com- 
mittee that the state percent of reimbursement will drop from 65 to 50 on July 1, 
1975. In order to be eligible for the 65 percent reimbursement, the town must 
appropriate money for construction prior to July 1. 


The committee will present two articles to the next town meeting. One will 
call for an addition to the Clyde Brown School and the other for the moderniza- 
tion of the Memorial School. 


The committee feels that the Memorial School, built in 1933, is inadequate 
for elementary programs for the 1970’s and 1980’s. The heating system is anti- 
quated, rooms are small, and areas for art, music and lunch programs are poor. 
The Clyde Brown School, built in the early nineteen fifties, seems to be structur- 
ally sound but lacks facilities for art, music, speech, remedial reading, and other 
activities. The high school annex, which houses ten elementary classrooms, is not 
a suitable environment for elementary pupils. 


Three years ago the town meeting rejected the plan of the school committee 
requesting a new school on a new site. We feel that the addition onto Clyde Brown 
and the renewal of the Memorial School should take care of school space needs 
well into the 1980's.

In September, the town of Seekonk was officially accepted into the Tri- 

- Gounty Regional School District. This was a result of a vote of acceptance by the 

_ then eight member communities and necessitated a reapportionment of all costs, 
current and projected. William J. Drohan Jr. was appointed as the Seekonk mem- 

ber of this committee. 


The bond issue election was held in each of the nine towns on October 30 
and this committee was authorized to incur debt up to $15,000,000 for the pur- 
pose of constructing and equipping the Tn-County Regional Vocational Technical 
High School. A second article requesting the sum of $600,000 for the purpose of 

including a swimming pool was turned down. 


During all of this time the educational specifications were being developed. 
Tt was decided that the school will serve 1,500 day students. The following full

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year 1974 saw the first May election in the history of the town of 
_ ‘Millis and the board organized on May 8. Gordon W. McFetridge was elected 
_ chairman and Joseph L. Travers, Jr., clerk. Clifford D, Thatcher, Jr. served as 
"the third member. Regular meetings continued on alternate Monday evenings 
and numerous special meetings were called. 


Along with the May election came the implementation of the July 1 to 
June 30 fiscal year and the new twice-a-year real estate and personal property 
tax bills. Although we have reservations about the value of the July to June fis- 
cal year, there is no doubt the town has benefitted from the twice-yearly col- 
lection of taxes. Treasurer William Mallette reported in December more than 
$46,000 was received as interest on invested funds, largely as a result of the 
new collection procedure. In addition, he noted he was able to avoid borrowing 
jn anticipation of funds, saving $10,000 to $15,000 in calendar 1974. 


The federal revenue sharing program, currently scheduled to end in 1976 
unless reenacted by Congress during 1975, has been of major financial assistance 
to our community. During 1974, $100,123 was received, bringing total receipts 
from the inception of the program in 1972 through 1974 to $250,790. An addi- 
tional $22,531 came in during January 1975. 


The federal revenue sharing funds have been applied primarily against the 
police department wages. During 1974 the FRS payments represented about $2 
on the tax rate. If this program should end in 1976, each of us will have to pay 
that amount ourselves. The board of selectmen has been urging our Washington 
representatives to work for its reenactment and asks that you do the same. Please 
write to Senators Edward W. Brooke and Edward M. Kennedy as well as Congress- 
woman Margaret M. Heckler to ask for their support to continue the federal rev- 
enue sharing payments to local communities such as ours. 


Solid waste disposal problems and projects again this year consumed much 
time and money. By December, work had progressed to the point where it is 
believed the new disposal site will be in operation during the first half of 1975. 


One major hurdle is additional funds for the building to house equipment 
and personnel. During 1974 our bid requests for the building were not answered. 
Estimates received later indicated the cost would be well in excess of the funds 
available for the building. We plan to rebid the building during the spring and 
present an article at the 1975 annual town meeting based on the bids received. 
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We would like to point out it has been indicated to us the problem of 
solid waste disposal may not be settled with the move across the street to the 
new site. Additional expenditures may be required to close out the old dump. 


One happy 1974 event concerning the new disposal site was the favorable 
settlement of the Nicholas Bruno suit concerning the eminent domain award 
for the property on Island Road. The settlement was less than the amount ap- 
propriated and we have returned more than $19,000 to the town as a result. 


For the long term, we will, as recommended by our local regional plan- 
ning committee members, support Bill No. S-381 in the 1975 legislature. This 
bill will give the county authority to establish a regional solid waste disposal 
facility and the towns participating a vote in its management. The regional ap- 
proach should, over a period of years, be less expensive than going it alone. 
However, several years have been consumed to date just getting to the point of 
supporting a bill in the legislature and the actual operation of the facility is not 
expected for almost ten. Hopefully, our new Island Road disposal facility will 

_tide us over until the regional one is in Operation. 


The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority assessments without 
service continues to be a thorn in our collective sides. Finally, after four years, 
the Millis suit contesting the constitutionality of such assessments appears it 

will have its day in court during the spring of 1975. To say the MBTA has 
dragged its feet in advancing the case to a hearing is to be kind. 


Town Counsel John F. St, Cyr and our board are hopeful we will be suc- 
cessful in the challenge and be able to shed the oppressive charges. For instance, 
in 1974 the MBTA “‘cherry sheet” assessment was $43,000, or almost $1 on the 


tax rate. If your house was assessed for $30,000 you paid about $30 in 1974 for 
a service you probably never used. 


It is expected the 91] emergency telephone number will be a reality in 
mber 1975. Dialing the three universal, emergency digits from local “376” 
hones will connect you directly to the dispatch center in the Main Street 
police and fire station. The current police and fire emergency telephone numbers 
will be retained by the town for a time but, once the easily-remembered 911 
number is operative, you are urged to use it for all emergencies. Only those with

Millis joined other communities in two successful court suits during 1974. 
_ We contributed to the defense of Judge Good’s decision upholding Chapter 226 
of the Acts of 1972 (allowing residents of towns to be placed at the top of civil 
_ service certification lists) as well as to a challenge of the state tax commission’s 

_ practices. 


: In the tax commission suit, Millis joined Sudbury and other towns in over- 
turning the method used to assess property. Towns which had updated their real 
estate assessment practices, and had been at or near 100 percent valuation, were 
being penalized in reimbursements from the state. Those towns assessing at low- 
er percentages appeared to be poorer and therefore were granted higher state 
reimbursements in a number of categories. 


A decision handed down in favor of Sudbury in late 1974 requires the 
state tax commission to enforce actions which will tend to produce uniformity 
in valuation and assessments throughout the Commonwealth. Needless to say, 

_ those towns having received favorable treatment under the uneven assessment 
practices are violently opposed to uniform assessment rates; but the tax com- 
mission, as ordered by the court, is proceeding to hold conferences with asses- 

sors throughout the state to assure assessing practices are brought into line with 
the court decree. The end result for Millis should be fair and favorable. 


Once again we point out that the 1886 town hall is inadequate for the 
requirements of a modern town. The selectmen first met in the present building 
in February of 1887. Since then the town has grown from a community of 683 
persons, with a total budget of $6,380 and $13.25 tax rate to an estimated 1974 
population of 6,200, appropriations of $3,365,000 and tax rate of $49. 


Since 1886 the library has constructed a new building, occupying it in 
February 1967, and the railroad abandoned its use of the first floor in 1951. 
The interior was renovated subsequently but we really have very little additional 
use of the structure because damage done by termites restricts the use of the 
building. It was the termite damage which precipitated the departure of the 
library. 


Currently the first floor of the town hall is used for the day to day business 
of the town clerk, selectmen, paymeni office, utility inspectors and board of 
health. The second flecr is devoted ta the use of the planning beard and the 
luis Historical Society The yun to date, integrated facilities has not 
abated; in fact, it becomes more pressing each year.

Other important events during 1974 in the police department were the 4 
establishment of a psychological testing program for police officer candidates is 
and the formation of the Millis Police Association. Following recognition of the 
police association, Millis became involved for the first time in collective bargain- 
ing for a department other than the school. The personnel committee was desig- 
nated as the bargaining agent for the town.

The declining economy prompted the federal government to extend the 
Emergency Employment Act in late 1974. A mechanic’s helper in the department _ 


of public works and a clerk in the assessors’ office will be funded by that program Ls 
until June 30, 1975. 5 


The Title II Public Service Employment program (for Millis residents ful- 
filling certain need criteria) was begun, also in late 1974: and by December we 
had four persons working under Title IT with wages and benefits paid by the 
federal government: a laborer and a sewer technician in the department of public 
works and a custodian and a maintenance man in the school department. 


As the year ended, we were planning to implement PSE Title VI (for 
residents of any of the 15 towns in the Norwood Consortium, to which Millis 
belongs, unemployed for 30 days or more). The initial approval of positions 
under Title VI was for three DPW laborers, a learning disability aide and a part 


time speech therapist for the schools, and a part time clerk for the finance com- 
mittee. 


All screening and referrals for PSE town positions are handled by the 
Norwood Comprehensive Employment Training Act Office. The local department 


heads ultimately choose which of the CETA-referred persons are to work for the 
town. 
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] Although much of the personnel work is handled by the Norwood CETA 

_ Office, many hours of consultation, meetings and administration have been re- 

quired of us and our personnel. One of the most difficult problems to cope with 

_ has been the extremely brief period of time within which a determination of 

; town needs must be made and the employees put to work. More than once we 

have been notified of a fund allocation with a job allocation deadline of less 
than a week later. It is hoped public service employment programs being ap- 
proved in 1975 will have more lead time to allow a smoother meshing of town 
requirements and the skulls of eligible persons. 


Millis has been informed by the federal government it must be actively 
participating in the federal flood insurance program by July 19, 1975, or loans 
from federally-insured or regulated banks or savings and loan associations will 
not be available thereafter for buildings within the identified special (flood) 

_ hazard areas. Residents within these areas must purchase flood insurance in 
connection with all federal or federally-related assistance received after March 
1, 1974, to the amount of the loan balance or the maximum insurance available, 
whichever is less. 


It is anticipated one or more articles concerning this program will be part 
of the warrant for the 1975 annual town meeting. 


Like 1973, 1974 saw many hours devoted to zoning and building code 
violations. Some violations were remedied and some remain to be corrected. 
It appears this will continue to be a subject to be pursued in 1975 and beyond. 


We urge each citizen to consider volunteering for various town committees 
and positions. Although we have discontinued GOOD GOVERNMENT card 
inserts in the town reports because of the cost and the few submitted, a simple 
written note directed to our office and detailing your interests and skills will 
be sufficient. A supply of GOOD GOVERNMENT ecards is available in the town 
hall if you prefer to complete one. In any case, your indication of willingness to 
volunteer, which we suggest you update each year, will be forwarded to the 
various appointing authorities. If it is not possible to offer you an appointment 
immediately, the information you supply will be kept on file for future refer- 
ence. By volunteering, you become one of the positive forces in our municipal- 
ity, a doer, one who will help guide the future and, hopefully, you will be a 
better person and Millis a better community for your civic interest. Let us hear 
from you soon!
